Nith/dale, Fune 14. 1766. 
HE ancient {tute of this country is 
but little known. It is not many 

centuries fnce we had any hittoriins. 
The art of writing feems not to have 
found its way hither, till long after the 
Roman conquett. Caiar and Tacitus 
have Ieft us a few hints about the reli- 
gion, government, manners, cultoms, 
drefs, coc. of our remote predecedlors ; 
but they are very imperfect, and too ob- 
fcure and fhort to afford us any tolerable 
acquaintance with them. The early in- 
habitants themfelves left but few monu- 
ments behind them; and even of thefe 
few, time has deitroyed the great- 
er part. We have {till fome ruins of 
Druid temples, fome ancient fortifica- 
tions, and a few of thole artificial mounts 
on which they held their courts of juttice. 
We have alfo many cairns, or heaps of 
ftones; fome of them raifed for monu- 
meuts to the dead, and fome of them for 
other purpofes. Time has alfo difcover- 
eda few of their inftruments of war; 
and feveral beads have been found of dif- 
ferent materiels and workmanihip, about 
which our antiquarians have given us 
different opinions. But there is one piece 
of antiquity, more rarely to be met with 
than any of thefe, aud which J have not 
feen deferibed, or even mentioned, in 
any of their writings I have perufed. It 
ig aring, of apretty hard black ftone, 
reiembling that kind of coal of which 
{nutl-boxes are fometimes made. The 
hoop meafures three inches over without, 
and the diameter within two inches and 
aneighth. It is five eighths of an inch 
broad, and fever, fixteenths thick. The 
hoop is rounded on the outfide like a 
plain gold ring, and very neatly polifhed 
for the matersals it is made of ; but the 
infide, which is flat, is neither fo well 
pelilhed, nor fo exaétly circular. There 
ure no inarks ef its having ever had any 
figures like thofe of the ova anguina, or 
Druid beads. The one I have cefcribed, 
and which I had iv a prefent from the 
Perion that found it, was got within 
thele three weeks in a mots jn my neigh- 
bourhood, about eighteen inches or two 
feet below the furface. A gentleman 
with who I have the honour of being 
acquainted, has one ct the very fame kind 
of ttone, and, fo far as I can remember, 
of the feine figure and dimenfions with 
Tine, ane which was alo found at a cone 


Atcount ofan ancient ring lately found. 
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fiderable depth in a mofs, above twenty 
iniles from this, feveral years ago. Thele 
two are the only ones of the kind that I 
have either feen, or been informed of 5 
and I can otfer nothing but conjectures as 
tothe age or ufe of them. “The depth 
at which they were found befpeaks them 
very ancient, and the diitance of the plae 
ces renders it probable they were pretty 
generally ufed by the ancient inhabitants 
of this part of the ifland. But whether 
they were ufed as ornaments, or as amu- 
Jets, I cannot fay. I own I am fome- 
what inclined to the latter opinion. My 
reaton is, that I find fome remains of Pa- 
gan fuperftition, prevalent in this part of 
the country, that teem to have fome at- 
finity with fuch a ufe of thefe rings; par- 
ticularly, the cu‘tom of hanging a felt- 
holed flone, that is, a ftone with a na- 
tural hole in it, above horfes, in f{tubles, to 
prelerve them the night-mare. 
If any of our learned antiquarians fhall 
be pleafed, through the channel of your 
Magazine, to conununicate his thouphits on 
thefe rings, and inform me if he knows 
of any more of them having been dilce- 
vered in other parts of the country, both 
I and fome otiers will be highly obliged 
to him.

SIR, “Tranent, June 9. 1766. 
N your Magazine of 1750, p. 255. the 

burials in 1749 are, ot Paris 18,607, 
and of London 25,516; und it is there 
fuid, that, ** by comparing this account, 
the great queftion concerning the magni- 
tude of thefe two capitals may eafily be 
determined.” 

The number of inhabitants, or perfons 
living, in any place, cannot be deter- 
mined fimply from the numbers that dic 
there, either in a year, or in an age. 
The greater number of living perfons will 
not always produce the greater dead-lift + 
nay, they may always produce a {maller, 
even though there be no calual or adven- 
titious increment or decrement of the liit, 
but every one (and no more) that is boris 
within the lift, lives ard cies within it. 
This, if any think it a paradox, will be 
underftood, when it is confidered, that 
the inhabitants living in a healthy place, 
inuft bear @ greater proportion to the 
number of deaths there, than thole of a 
fickly place can do. Where pevple live 
long, there muit be fewer deaths in pro~ 
pertion to the number alive, than where 
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300 On computations made from mortality-bills. 


The mortalitv-bills thow how many die 
(not at any particular period of ape, but) 
within certaimm intervals, as between birth 
and two years old, between 2 & 5, 
s& 10, 10 & 20, 20 & 30, &e. The 
mean ave of thefe clailes will therefore 
be 1, 24 25, Kc. years. It the 
numbers that die vearly of thefe ages be 
relpectively a, b,c. ec, ec. it is * de- 
monttrable that the number living mutt 
be rho pis dbase tcc. 

Catulating according to this method, 
we find from the Edinburyh mortaity-

Seeing that in one year in Edinburgh 
the number of ceaths and of inhabitants 
are 1241 & 29,542, and in another year 
oor & 34.345. the cafe may be fimilar 
in Londou and Parts ; and why thould it 
not? Then by the firft proportion we 
mev find the inhabitants of London in 
rag, and by the fecond thofe of Paris ; 
and the mejority falls on the fide of Paris: 
for it is, as 1241 to 29,542, fo is 25,516 
to 607,408, the Londoners; and as joor 
to 274,345, fo is 18,607 to 638,419, the 
Pariians. They. are then in this cale 
nearly as 1g} to 20%. Moreover, if we 
compare the fimpie dead-lifts, es. that 
of Parts in 1749, Which is 18,607, and 
that of London in 1758, which is 17,574, 
they will be found to pive the majority 
to Paris, nearly as 18 to1r7. Upon the 
whole, the que {lion appears not to be 
determined eaftiy in favour of London. 
But, 

it appears to be a queftion cetermi- 
nable from the mortality-bills of any two 
pleces or times, Which of them is the 
mott healthy? Is not this a greater que- 
ftion than, Which of them is the great- 
ei? Where-ever or whenever the in- 
habitants (found by the former, or anv 
other regular method) bear a greater or 
{maller proportion to the dead-lifts, there 
or then may a place be pronounced more 
or lets healthy. Certainly, where few 
die in low ages, there many attain to 
high apes; ef contra: where many 
tain to high ages, and of courfe die at 
high ages, the place mutt be healthy 5 ¢¢ 
contra. Wt requires at leaft an ape, to 
determine truly, which of two places is 
the healthier: and, even then, it is enly 
for that age ; tor another age may prove 
more or Ieis healthy; as well as anothet 
year of the fame place is more or lets 
healthy, as we have found above, that 
Fainburgh was more bealthy in 1.758 than 
11 175t. If in one place there be per- 
fors living tor each one dying vearly, 
and in another m; they may be faid to be 
healthy in proportion of #2 tom. Thus, 
Edinburgh was, in 1751 & 1758, healthy 
as a3¢ 331, or 5to7 nearly. The 
odds between fome places will be found 
as rto 2: itis therefore but a very un- 
certain method of determining the maz- 
nituces by the dead-litts fimplv; but to 
co it properly, the ages ct the deaths 
allo be confidered.——— J ani, cre.

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ProcEEDINGS in the Session of ParLiaMENT 1765, continned. [24t.] 


O proceed in a chronolopical order 

with the other bills patled into laws, I 
mut begin with the bil ter the imperta- 
tion of falted beef, Gc. from Ireland, 
fora time to be limited. In the prece- 
dng fefion a motion had been made for 
leave to bring in fuch a bill, which was 
carried in the regative, and a committee 
appointed to inquire into the caules of 
the high price of provifions. But as the 
complaints of the poor from all quarters 
increaled, fome gentlemen began to re- 
lent, and even before this committee had 
made their report, a bill was ordered to 
be broupht in, the confequence of which 
was the 2& fer enabling bis Majetty to 
order the importation of provifions from 
Weland, during t!e next recels of parlias 
ment (xvi. 304.]: which power was at 
an end as foon as the next enfuing fef- 
fon was opened; therefore as the price 
cf provifions continued to rife rather than 
full, at became neceflary, and according. 
ly on the very firtt day of the feflion, Jan. 
10. a Motion was made for leave to bring 
in this bill: which fome gentlemen were 
fo hard-hearted as to oppole; and when 
they found that the queftion was like to 
go in favour of the motion, they moved 
to adjourn the debate ; on which laft mo- 
hon the queftion was put, and carried in 
the negative; and then the firft motion 
being apreed to, it was ordered that 
Jeave be piven to bring in the bill, and 
fix gentlemen, of whom Mr Olwa!d was 
ene, were ordered to prepare and bring 
tin. As feveral fuch bills had been of 
late years pafled, it was foon prepared. 
It was therefcre prefented next day by 
Mr Nugent, end read a firft time; and 
on the day following it was reed a fecond 
time, end committed. The houle were 
iN ecommittee Upon it on the 14th, and 
the report was received next dev. Some 
emencments were acreed to, fome were 
hot epgreed to, and the bill was recom- 
mitted for next day. The report was 
ordered to be received next morning; 
when there was prefented, and read, a 
petition of the merchants of Briflol; al- 
‘ecging, that the relief which the impor- 
tation during laft year pave to this na- 
bon, came very feafonable, as, in all 
Probability, the price of provifions would 
‘therwite have been exceflive grievous, 
the fame, notwithflanding fuch importa- 
hon, having been, end then (ill bearing, 
great price ; aud therefore praying that 
We bill might pals into a law. 


This petition was ordered to he upon 
the tuble, and certainly had a good eve? 
i davour of the bill; for upon Mr Nu- 
nent’s having foon after made the report, 
the einendinents were all agreed to, and 
the bill, with the amendments, ordered 
to be inprofied. And on the 2rft it was 
read a third time, pafled, and fent to the 
Lords; where, by Friday the 25th, it 
was avrced to, without anv amendinent ; 
abd tuch repard did his Majeity thew to 
the poor, that on the Monday followiny, 
though there was then no other bill ready, 
he came to the Loute of Peers, and pave 
the royal aflent to this bill for their re- 
lief. [ xxvii. 52. ] 

To this a& there are two new claules 
added: one for preventing the re-expor- 
tation of any of thete falt provilions; by 
which it is enaéted, that no draw-back 
of the falt-duties paid upon their iupor- 
tation, fhall be allowed upon their re- 
exportation. But thisclawe, T fear, will 
only increafe the nuinber of perjuries at 
our cullomhouwle, in caie our markets 
fhould ever chance to be glutted by too 
prectan importation from Treland : for 
if the fault beef and perk of Ireland be’ 
not now cured and packed in the fame 
manner with that of England, care wil? 
foon be taken that it fhal! be fo, with 
fuch exactnefs as to render it impotiible 
to diftinguith either bv the view or tafte ; 
and then, m cafe cf a glut, they need 
only to employ a proper perfon to enter 
it as beef or pork cured in England, with 
falt that had paid the duty, and that it 
is exported to parts beyond the feas for 
fale, and not intended to be relanded, 
or to be fpent for the thip’s ufe ; for upon 
this being fworn to by the perfon whe 
enters it, they will be imtitled toa de- 
benture for more than the falt-duty they 
paid upon importation, if by a barrel be 
meant one of thirty-two gallons. 

This practice I do not fee how we could 
prevent by the Jaws now in being. How- 
ever, we have no occafion from hence to 
dread any bad confeguetice; for the ime 
porters will take as much care as poflible 
never to glut the Britifh market; and it 
too laree a quantity thould at any one 
time be imported, as there is no danger 
in keeping fuch provifions fur a conlider- 
able time, no frefh cargo would ever be 
imported until near the whole quantity 
on hand had been difpoted of at a reafor-- 
able profit; elpecially as the Irith 
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Rill the ltberty to export their pro- 
vifions to any part bevond fea; and whiltt 
they have, they will never unport their 
{alt beet or pork into this ifland, with a 
defign to export it from hence to any to- 
reign countries in order to intitle theme. 
ielves to the Britith bounty, as the ex- 
pence would far exceed the little profit 
they could make by that bounty. 
Therefore, if this act had been perpe- 
tual, or made to continue for a number of 
years, this cleule would either have been 
uonecefiary, or, if necetfiry, would have 
been inefle@ua il tor any purpole but that 
of increating the number of perjuries et 
our eilieaine ule: but as the act is to con- 
tinue of ly for twelve months from its 
commemement, this clante, if neceiiirv, 
might pro’ uce fome effect againtt the re- 
exportation, if the method of curing and 
packing their falt beef and pork in Ire- 
land be fo diferent from what it is in 
England as to be eafily diltinguihed ; be- 


caule we cannot fuppofe, that, for the 


fake of fuch a thort indulgence, the Irifh 
would be at the trouble and expence to 
alter their method of curing and packing. 

As to the other new claule added to 
this act, it is only the ufual claule for the 
detencont’s pleading the general iffue to 
any action or tut brought againtt him for 
any thing done in purfuance of this aét. 
And as toon as this aét had pafled both 
houles, that is to fav, on the 25th of Ja- 
nuary, a motion was made, and leave gi- 
ven, after a divilion of 125 to 68, to 
bring in a bill to continue the free im- 
portation of cattle from Ireland (xxii. 
which was accordingly brought in, and 
likewite pi fled. [xxvii. 165. ]

But on 13th of February there was 
aot and read, a long petition of 
the Mott Noble John Duke of Athol, and 
Charlotte D ichels of Athol, his Wite, 
Baronefs Strange ; letting Gerth 
right and title to the ifle of Man; and 
that hav ing | ately fucceeded as 
tors of the iaid ifle, they were, in ag eat 
degree, unacquainted with the negotia- 
tions which had been carried on ‘sonal 
the preat officers of the crown and their 
anceitors, touching the purchate of the 
fait ile, in confequence of the 
12° Geo. J.; but the petitioners (reluc- 
tant as they owned themfelves to be, to 
citanite from the honours of their family, 
{9 ancient and princeiv a patrimony, the 
reward of the fervices and the monument 
of the virtues of their ancettors, granted 
by Kings, and confirmed by parliament, 
and derived to them by immediate Iineai 
fucceflion through a period of near four 
hunored years) did not prefume to fet 
their private feelings and partial confi- 
derations in coinpetition with public uti- 
lity and conventency; and if the fervice 
of the ftate demanded a refumption ot 
their ancient hereditary rights and re- 
venues, they threw themlelves, with 
the moft dutiful fubmiflion, upon the 
plealure of their fovereign, and the dil- 
polal of parhan ent; trufting with unli- 
mited confidence in the juftice of his Ma- 
jefty and his parliament, diftinguilhed, 
i all their aéts, for their attention to, 
and tendernefs of, the civil rights and 
property of the fubject; and relying on 
the faith held out, and pledged to them, 
by the legiflature, on a former occatfion ; 
that the petitioners bepged leave to make 
this declaration, at a time when over- 
tures have been made to them by the o!- 
ficers of the crown, under the powers 
of the faid a@& ; and when they oblerved 
by the votes of the houfe, that a bill wes 
depending for a fecond reading, intitled, 
[as above mentioned by which, fhould 
the fie pafs into a Jaw, the petitioners 
apprehended, all the valuable rights, pri- 
and advantapes, granted to thet 
ancettors, under the fan@ion of the legil- 
lative authority, fo long exercifed and 
enjoved by them, to the extent of ther 
grant, and fo lately recognifed by par- 
hament, would be wrefted and torn from 
the petitioners, without any provilion 
made for that recompence and compenid- 
tion, which the legillature, upon a foriner 
heari ng of the patentees rip, bt, feeined to 
confdcr a a debt to be paid by the hi 
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blic, for the great confequential advan- 
tages which would reiult to the commu. 
nity, froma refumption, exoedient per- 
haps for the ftate, but ‘njurious and de- 
trimental to the proprietor; and there- 
fore praving, that they might be at li- 
berty tobe heard, by their counfel, a- 
gainit the faid bill, and that the houle 
would be pleafed to take the preinifles 
into their confideration, and to grant 
the petitioners fuch relief therein, as the 
nature, circumitances, and juitice of the 
cafe might require. 

This well-drawn petition [a charater 
applicable to the Cafe [xxvir. 77+) with 
equal jaitice] was ordered to he upon 
the table, until the bill fhould be read a 
econd time, and that the petitioners 
might be then heard by their counfel, if 
they fit. 

In the mean time, the houle agreed to 
the sth refolution of the ways-and-means 
committee of Feo. 16. [xxvii. 467.] 5 and 
after having ordered a bill to be brougat 
i) upon that and the three firit of the re- 
folutions that day agreed to, they order- 
ed an initruction to the gentlemen ap- 
pointed to bring in the bill, that they 
thould make provifion therein for difcon- 
tinuing the payment of all allowances 
and bounties on the exportation of corn, 
grain, malt, meal, and flour, from Ire- 
land tothe ifle of Man. Which bill was 
on the 18th prefented by Mr Jenkinfon, 
read a firtt time, and ordered to be read 
a tecond time. 

From hence the petitioners could not 
but fee, that no favour was to be expeét- 
e3, either for their petition or their i- 
fland, unle(s thev agreed to the terms 
that might be offered them by the officers 
of the crown, However, they thought 
fit to be heard by their counfel, on the 
igth, agzinft the bill's being paffed into 
but fuch was the public necefity, 
tiat, notwith{tanding all that could be 
Urged by their counfel, or by their friends 
the houle, after the bill had been read 
ee time, it was committed for the 
28th. 

On the 20th the bill which had been 
Prefented on the 18th by Mr Jenkin- 
fon, was read a fecond time, and com- 
mitted to the fame conmnittee, with an 
nitroction to alter and make both the 
bills intoone. But the houfe in the 
committee on the 28th, found, it feems, 
Nat theie two bills could not be fo al- 
tered as to make them into one; there- 
fore, alter feveral amendments were 


made in the bill for more effectually pre- 
venting the milchiefs arifing, it was 
ordered, that the report fhould be re- 
ceived on that day feven-night ; and it 
was refolved, that the houfe would, on 
that diy feven-night, refolve itfelf into 
a cominittee on the other bill, which had 
been prefented on the 18th, under the 
title of, ** A bill for the more effectually 
fupplying the export-trade of this king- 
dom to Africa, with fuch coarfe printed 
callicoes and other goods, of the product 
or manufacture of the Eaft Indies, or o- 
ther places beyond the cape of Good 
Hope, as are prohibited to be worn and 
ufed in G. Britain; for encouraging the 
importation of bugles into this kingdom, 
for the better fupply of the export-trade 
thereof; and for difcontinuing the boun - 
ty payable in G. Britain, and all boun- 
ties aud allowances in Ireland, upon the 
exportation of corn, grain, malt, meal, and 

flour, from thence to the ifle of Man.” 
By this time, however, I fuppofe, a 
compromife had been offered by the 
friends of the Duke and Duchefs of A- 
thol, or propofed to them by the othcers 
of the crowa, by which it was propofed, 
that the former thould, for a proper coms 
penfation, furrender to the crown fuch 
of their rights to the ifle of Man as were 
necefjary for preventing the mifchiefs 
that had arifen from the independency 
of that land; but referve, for the ho- 
nour and advantage of their own family, 
fuch of their rights as could not any way 
be necetlarv for that purpofe. This was 
fuch a wife and equal compromife, that 
neither fide could hefitate a moment to 
accept of it, as the neceflity of the fale 
would prevent the fellers incurring any 
jult reproach for the fale of their births 
right, and as the public would not be ob- 
liged to be at the expence of purchafing 
any thing but what would be of a real 
advantage to it, and adequate at Jeaft 

to the price it was to pay for it. 

Therefore on the 28th of February, 
before the houfe adjourned, Mr Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer moved, and it was 
refolved, That the houfe would, on the 4th 
of March, refolve itlelf into a commit- 
tee to confider what rights of the pro- 
prietor tothe ifle of Man, under the fe- 
veral grants of the faid ifland, it may 
be expedient to veit in the crown, for 
the further and more effectual preventing 
the milchiefs arifing to the revenue and 
commerce of G. Britain and Ireland, 
from the illicit and clandeftine trade - 
an

and comtituGionally refolved, not to con-

Jn the hot chmate of Africa, the 
people who wear any ramment or other 
fort of covering are ob'iged to chule al- 
ways that fort which is of the coolett and 
lightett nature; theretore the Indian cal- 
licoes have always been found one of the 
mof{t proper commodities for that mare 
ket ; but as extremely few of thofe peo 
ple can purchale callicoes of 2 fine fort, 
confequent!y the coarfer and cheaper they 
are, the more certain vent they will al- 
Ways mect with in that market. This 
has always made it neceflary for our mer- 
chants who make up an aflortment of 
goods for the coaft of Africa, to make it 
confit partly, if pofible, of a number of 
coaife printed callicoes : but a fufficiett 
quantity of thefe was feldom to be met 
with in G. Boitain, becaufe they could 
not be imported by any but oar India 
company, and asa finall value of fucla 
poods take up a great deal of room ina 
fhip, that company did not perhaps think 
it worth ther while to give them fhip- 
reom. At lutt fome of our weit-country 
African traders, probably thofe of Liver- 
pool, bethought themfelves of gettings 
quantities of this and other forts of 
poods, proper for the African market, 
brought froin Holland to the ifle of Man, 
and there kept in proper warehoules, un- 
til their (hips outward bound tothe cout? 
of Africa fhould call and take them in. 
This praétice, which, though of a 
fmuggling kind, our wife yeguiations bad 
made abfolutely neceflary for the prefer- 
vation of our African trade, has been 
carried on for many years; and to put 
an end to this praétice this bill was 
thought of, and leave not only given to 
bring it in, but an inftruction added, as 
before mentioned.

Jt is their having had an op- 
portunity, by means of the ifle of Man, 
to have Indian goods, as well as foine o- 
ther forts of goods proper for the African 
market, bought at the bett hand ta Bu 
rope and to export them to Atrica 
out being obiiped to pay anv thofe 
impofitions, particularly this faced half 
of the old fubfidy, which we have unedvi 
fedly lett itil fubfifting upon our export- 
trade.

payment of this moiety of the old fubfi- 
dy were abolifhed: and if there be any 
Indian goods fo bulky, and of fuch a

An epitome of the account of the Indian war, 
fioma work lately publifoed.

]% confequence of the defign formed 

againft us by the Indians, and imme- 
diately carried into execution, the forts 
Le Boeuf, Venango, and Prefgue Ifle, 
on and near the lake Erie; the fort La 
Bay, upon the Juke Michigan; St Jo- 
feph, upon St Joieph’s river; Miamis, 
vpon Miamis river; Onachtanon, upon 
the Ouabache ; Sandufky, upon Lake Ju- 
mandal; and Fort Michilimackinac, fell 
into the enemy’s hands, and the fate of 
the garrifons was dreadful. The forts of 
Niggara, Detroit, and Fort Pitt, former- 
ly Fort Du Quefine, were all that remain- 
ed, and it was of the utmoft importance 
to preterve them.— Col. Bouquet was ap- 
pointed to relieve Fort Pitt. 

The Indians had early furrounded that 
place, and cut off all communication with 
it, even by mefiage. They were indeed 
without cannon, and ignorant of the 
Means to carry on a repular fiege; but 
they pofted themfelves on the banks of 
the two rivers, the Ohio and the Mo- 
Pongahela, at the junétion of which the 
fort ftands, and continued as it were bu- 
ried cloiec by the walls from day to day, 
With aitonifhing patience, pouring in an 
Mcetlant jhower of mufketrv and fire-ar- 
rows; hoping, at length, by fire, or by 
famine, or by perpetual harafling the 
Rrion, to carry their point. 

The place was commanded by Capt. 
Ecuyer; who did all that fkill and cou- 
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rage could fuzge(t to defend the place, 
and repulle the enemy. His garrifon had 
been augmented by the inhabitants and 
furviving traders, who had taken refuge 
in the fort: but the fortifications had 
been greatly damaged by floods; many ne- 
ceflaries for fuftaining a fiege were want- 
ing; and he had to deal with an enemy 
from whom no merey could be expected. 

He could communicate no account of 
his diftre(s or danger to any that could 
help him, nor could he receive afliftance, 
otherwife than by a tedious march of 209 
miles beyond the fettlements, and thro’ 
the dangerous pafles where Braddock and 
many others had miterably perifhed im 
former expeditions. 

To this fervice Col. Bouquet was de- 
Rined, with a large quantity of military 
ftores amd provifions, etcorted by the that- 
tered remains of the 42d and 47th regi- 
ments, that were lately returned from 
the fieze of the Havannah, worn out 
with hardfhip and fatigue. 

When he arrived at Curlifle on the 
frontiers of Penfylvania, he found the in- 
habitants in the utmoft terror and con- 
fternation ; a great number of the plan- 
tations had been plundered and burnt, 
many of the mills deftroved, and the corn 
was waving in the fields, ripe for the 
fickle, but no reaper was to be found. 
The greateft part of the county of Cum- 
berland, through which the army had to 
pals, was celerted, and the roads were 
covered with diitrefled families, fiying 


from their fettlements, and dettitute of 


the neceffaries of life. 

In this general confufion, the fupplies 
which were expected, could not be had ; 
and inftead of obtaining the provifions 
that orders had been given to prepare, 
his humanity compelled him to bettow 
fume of thofe which be had already, upon 
the miferable people he found in the 
country; and he waited eighteen davs 
before the convoys and carriages could 
be procured, without which he could not 
proceed.

Ir 
was contmued with equal tteadinels on 
both fides, and ended only with the day, 
having continued near feven hours with.

The Colone!, with his haraffed and ex- 
hauited, though net conquered army, now 
incamped on the ground where the action 
ended. The convov and wounded men 
he placed in the middle, and ditpofed the 
troops ina circle that imcompatied the 
whole. 

This circle, however, was furrounded 
bv a wider circle of the enemy; to that 
the troops patied an anxious night, with 
little repole, knowing that not one cf 
them would efcape with life if they were 
beaten, and that thofe who furvived the 
battie would be put to death by the mott 
exquiite torments. 

At the firit dawn of the morning they 
heard the borrid yell of the favages nie 
all round them, as near as they could 
guets at about 500 vards diftance. An 
uttack immediately tollowed, under an 
iNnceflant fire. They were tt:l! reputed, 
but ail returned to the charge. Our 
tther advance nor retreat,

The Colonel perceived that his Ist 
hope depended upon bringing ihe sava- 
sto a clole tpgageneni, and to ftand 
their giound when attacked. He there- 
tore forned a for thete puree 
ies, of wlich their being now datned with 
tuccets 1. voured the execution. To ine 
reaie conndence, ne orderec 
eCvanced eompanics to within the 
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circle; and, at the fame time, a compa- 
nv of light infintry and a ¢ompany of 
grenadiers were ordered to futtain the 
two companies that had made a feigned 
retreat, in a real attack which they were 
to begin. 

The favages, fuppofing the retreat to 
be real, abandoned the woods that co- 
vered them, and rufhed forward, exult- 
ing in the anticipation of victorv, and 
pouring in a dreadful fire. This fire our 
people received without the leatt confue 
fon or difmay, and the two companies 
that had retired within the circle, imme- 
diately making a fudden turn, tallied 
from part of a bill which could not be ob- 
ferved, and fell upon the enemy’s right 
flank. 

The favages, though they found them- 
felves expoled and difappointed, refolute- 
ly returned the tire; but, at the fecond 
charge, thew iclt the fhock of regular 
troops to be irretiitible. Our men ruthed 
in upon them, killed many, and put the 
reft to thyht. Upon thete fupitives the 
ambutcade fell with a ful! fre, which com- 
pleted their defeat. The tour compa- 
nies united, and not giving them time 
to jook behind, puriued them ail they 
were totally dilperted. 

Thus was our little army delivered from 
the very gripe of dettruction, the field 
jecured, and the adjacent «oods cleared, 
Tne Colonel then proceeded to Buthy 
Run, where finding water, he incamped. 

The fuvages, in the mean time, re- 
trected to their remote fettlements with 
the utmott precipitation, giving up all 
houehts of Fort Pitt, where the Colonel 
and lis convoy arrived fafe four days af- 
ler the attion, receiving no farther mo- 
lettction on the road, except a few (cat 
tered {hot from the fugitives, in mere re- 
venge and delpair. 

All things now remained quiet, till 
the ipring of 1764, when the favages re- 
bewed their attack on our frontiers, ra- 
vacing and murdering with their ufual 
ba varity. 

It was therefore refolved to drive them 
fr mour frontiers, by carrving the war 
wito the heart of their own couutry; end, 
With this view, Col. Braditreet was ap- 
pouted to act ayamit the Wiandots, Or- 
tawas, Chipwas, and other 
the lakes; and Col. Bouguet the 
Delswares, Shawaneie, Me- 
bickons, and other natious ween tue 
lakes and the Oho

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hind him, proceeded, on Wednefday Oc- 
tover 3. from Fort Pitt, with about 1500 
men, of which a pert were hight horte, 
including drivers, and other neceilary fol- 
lowers of the army. 

They were to penetrate a continued 
depth of woods, and a tavage, unexplos 
red country, without roads, without potts, 
and where no atliitance could be recet- 
ved; where viétory was not decifive, out 
a defeat inevitable dettruction ; death 
in cold blood, and with ezquifire torinent, 
to thre vhe furvived the action; for not a 
fingle creature could elcape the enemy, 
if vittorious, betne in the midft of a valk 
inhotpitadle defert, with which thev were 
wholly unacquainted, though to the {a~ 
vages it was fanvhar. In this dreadful 
expedition, every thine was to he carried 
with them, their aurnunition, baggage, 
ftores, tools, and provition for the troops 
during tne «hole tervice. 

The orde: of march wat adzpted to 
the nature of the country. and the ene- 
my : Scoutne parties, axemen, went 


before; the ainmunition and Is were 
plaeed in the rear of tie 
followed by the baggage he 
officers; the orovifions the 
bagagape, in four 5 
and the oxen and thee» xt, in fee 


parate droves, propel ded. 

The troops were ‘2 obferve the 
mofl profeund fence, the mea to 
march at two vards fom one an- 
ether: when the lime. or any pal of 
it, halted, the whole were to face oute 
wards ;*and, if attacked on their march, 
thev were to halt immeciatelv, ready to 
form the {quare, when ordered: the 
light-horfe were then to march into the 
fquare, with the catUle, provifions, am- 
munition, and baggace: proper 
tions were alfo made againit an attack in 
the nivht. 

In this manner thev proceeded about 
ninety four miles, to Tufcarawa, along 
the Ohio and Mofkingtiam rivers, fome- 
times tracking the Indians by their toot- 
fteps, fometimes by their murders, and 
at this place fix of them came to inform 
the Colonel, that all their chiefs were 
eil-mbled at about eight miles diftance, 
and were ready to treat of peace, which 
they earnettly defired. 

The Colonel anfwered, that he would 
meet them the next day, ina bower at 
fome dift. nce from the camp; and, in the 
inean time, built a {mall ttockaded fort, 
tu Cepofit prov 4 ns for the troops at ther: 
retera, and to sighten the convoy. 
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312 Peat-afhes manure. 
After proper eifpofitions to prevent a 


furprife, the conference took place. The 


Yndians made fome frivolous excufes for 
their breach of faith; and the Colovel 
infited, that, as indifpenfable prelimi- 
naries, they fhould, within twelve days, 
deliver into his hands all the prifoners in 
their poflédion, Englifh, French, women, 
and children, whether adopted into their 
tribes, married, or otherwife, together 
with all negroes, and to furnifh fuch pri- 
foners with cleathing, provifions, and 
horfes to carry them to Fort Pitt. 

The Indian chiefs confented, and all 
the prifoners were at length delivered up, 
amounting to 206 perfons, of difierent 
fexes, and all ages; except about 100, 
which were in the pofléflion of .the Sha- 
wanefe ; for whom hoflages were given, 
@s they could not be delivered till the 
next [xxvil. 

Hottapes were alfo token that the fa- 
vapes fhould eommit no farther hoftilities 
th a peace fhould be finally concluded, 
for doing which they were referred to 
Sir William Johnfon, and enpared to 
deputies to him for that purpoie, fir{t 
préfenting them to Co}. Bouquet for his 
appro tion, 

Every thing being thus happilv fettled, 
the army decamped, and arrived ayain at 
Fort Pitt on the 28th of November. 

Thus enced the expedition, in a peace 
whichis bkelv to be fafling, as it wae 
concluded to the latisfaction of all parties.

in force immediately, nor at all, untefs 
they could convince gentlemen of rank 
aid property, that was their own jn.

The quetton being thus ftated, were 
I to attempt giving an account of the

He told the 
atlemoly, That there were two ways of 
commng to the knowledge of what was 
intended by any meaiure propofed; one 
was, from the arguinents openly ufed m 
court to fupport it; and the other, from 
reports of out ofedoors converfation : 
That the lait of theie was often more to 
be depended upon than the firtts Toit 
by this durer channel of information he 
was given to underitaid, that the {prin 
of this attemp envy and relentmen 
apainit in oarticular, ond the mea- 
fures he had fupported.

1. One of the nit of thefe arpuments 
was, That the overture was funditus ab- 
furd, end ought to be rejected the 
lump, becaule the evil con plained of tn 
it was wot an evil, but, on the contrary, 
a great beauly and advantage : That as 
in the works of nature, for example in a 
bed of floweis, great part of the beauty 
arifes from the variety in fhape, fize, and 
colour; 10, in the moral world, the dif- 
ferences of opinion in religion, the va- 
rious fects, and oppofite modes of wo: {hip, 
conttituted a remarkable beauty ia the 
fyiem upon the whole. 

2. It was alledged by one who did not 
feem to differ much in epinion fiom the 
author of the lalt argument, That if 
fchiim wes an evil, it was a neceilary e- 
vil, aud ablolutely incurable : That there

4. It was ftiongly urged, Phat to ap 
Point prefbyteries to make an 
to the truth of the fa@s prefered in the 
overture to have taken place, would be 
attended with the worf of coniequences.

Inttinces were men- 
toned of their oppofition to perfons of 
the preateit ability, moft unexcep- 
tionable character, merely becaule they 
had accepted of prefentations. To thts

[Copies of which in a loofe half-theet are 
now handing about at Edinburgh. | 
mult pleature to every benevos 
lent mund, accultomed to acel for the 
Miilerics of Others, to fee the many cha- 
ritable foundations that are eltablifhed 
this citw, for the education of chil- 
Gren, for the maintenance of the poor, 
the aped ond helpiefs, and for admini- 
fering rehef to the difealed and infirm. 
But there is ove claf of pertfons hitherto 
Very much neglected, who feem, howe- 
ver, to merit the particular attention of the 
public, and to whofe compatiion te regard 
itis now propofed to recommend them. 
There is in the city and its fuburbs 
a great number of poor people, born 
it the Highlends, who can receive no 
beretit from public inftiu@ions and pu- 
bhe in the Englifh language. 
They ere ufually employed in hard la 
bour avd menial fervice; and mott of 
them come to this place at fuch a time 
ef te, that their learning to read, or 
indeed to underitand our languape, can 
horcly be ex; e@ed ot them. In the dif- 
ferent clofies of chaimmen, porters, wa- 
ternen, and cav-la! ourers, there are fe- 
Verel buncreds of thefe perfons, betices 
@ confideratie number of them that are 
eo ploved as houlehold fervants : even af- 
ter their refiding amongit us for « courte 
Of veers ther know ledge of our langucge, 
Rene: aily tpecking, is very imperfect, and 
they reft fatufied with fo much of it as is 
teceLory to their daily bufinels, 


It is but too weil known, that great 
ignorane the principles of religion pres 
amongt them, as it doth in moft 
or thole places trom which they come, 
notwithilanding the labours of the 
fters in their widely extended parithes, 
ani the diligence ot the tchoolnaiters ee 
ttuolithed in different pirts of the High- 
lands bv THE SOCIETY FOR PROPAGAS 
TING CuikISTIAN KNOW: And 
how is it to be expected that anv relinious 
knowledge which of them mav have 
received in their younger years, fhould 
remain with them, when, in the alter 
part of their lives, they are altogether 
deittute of the means of initrudtion, io 
that languige wherein alone it can be 
conveyed to them? Neither can it be 
fuppofed that iuch perfons will have a 
proper convern about the viriuous and 
religious education of ther children; but, 
on the contrary, being very curelefs in 
this matter, the confequeiies of tuch ins 
attention ure, every reypect, truly de- 
plorable. 

Here, then, is ftriking that 
there ere manv hundreds of poor people 
living amongit uy, moft of them very la- 
borious and indultriou-, who are, genes 
rally tpeaking, om a ftute of grots ipnoe 
rarice With refpedt to the preat truths of 
our holy rehgion, and the momentous 
What 
a theme and reproach to us, if they thall 
ill remain a this piteous condition ? 
Do not both the princi les of humanity 
and Chrittanitvy plead their relied ? 
We hope that they flell not plead m 
vain; but that a competent tund fhall be 
railed for providing them in a houle for 
public worthip, and in aid too of a pros 
vifion for the maintenance of a minitier, 

who fhall difpenfe to them the erdiman- 
ces of selipion. What may be further 
reguifite in order to his {tated mainte 
nance, itis hoped wiil be made up by 
themleives, and by the Honouravie and 
worthy SOCIETY above mentioned; in 
which cafe, the nominstion of the perion 
may be mae by that Society, aid he be 
orcuined or admitted by the prefbytery of 
Edinburgh. 

Sure, perhaps, will be ready to ob- 
jects That too much regard will be here- 
by thewn to the Erfe lauguaye, and toe 
much enccurepement given te the High- 
lanue rs among tt us to contyue to ipeak 
it.—— Thev will furely co to without 
any uch encouragement.

7 HE violence of the fit of the (tone, 
which has tormented me for tome 
davs, is now fo far abated, that although 
will not permit me to have the horour 
of wating on your Majeftyv, is vet Kind 
enourh to enable me {0 { to obey 
as to write my lentiments con- 
cermin that treublefome man Mr Pultes 
NEV; and te point out (what T conceive to 
e) ctf Qual method to maxe 
him perfeétly quiet. 

Your Majeity well knows how, by the 
dint of bis eloguence, he fo ca 
ted the mob, and attained an unbounded 
poPucanty, that the moft manifeit wrorg 
t, when acoprec and urge d 
by him. Hence it is, that he ts become 
Det only troublelome, but even danper- 
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os. The unthinking multitude believe 
he has no one object buat the public good, 
although, if they would reflect a little, 
they would foon perceive, that ipleen a- 
paint thole your Majctty has honoured 
with vour confidence has greater weight 
with him than real patriotifm; fince, let 
any mealure be propofed, however talus 
terv. if he thinks it comes from me, it 1s 
futhcient for him to oppofe it. Thus, Sir, 
you fee, that affairs of the moft momen- 
tous concern are fubject to the caprice of 
that popular man, and he his nothing to 
do but to declare it a miniftertal projet, 
and bellow out the word favo-rite, tohave 
an hundred peus drawn apuinit it, anda 
thouland mouths open to contridict it. 
Under thele circumt{tinces he bears up a- 
gaintt the miniftrv, (and let me add, a- 
gainit vour Majettv vourlelf); and every 
wieful {cheme mutt be either abandoned ; 
er, if it iscarried in houfe, the 
public is made to believe it is done by a 
Corrupt majority. 

Since then things are thus circumf{tan- 
eed, it is become abtolutely neceflary for 
the public tranquilitv that he fhould be 
made quiet; and the only method to do 
that effectually, is to dettrov his popola- 
rity, and ruin the good belicf the people 
haveinhim. In order to do this, he mutt 
be invited to court; vour Mayefty mutt 
eondefcend to {peak to him in the mott 
favourable and diftinsuifhing manner ;

I. Jakcevie we think, that the declara- 

tory bill we patied lett week [ 163.) 
cannot poilbly obviate the growing mil- 
chiefs in America, where it may feem 
calculated only to deceive the people of 
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Joly 1766. 
G. Britain, bv holding forth a delufive 
and pugatory afirmance of the legiflative 
right ot thiskingdom, whiltt the enading 
art of it Coes no more than abrogate the 
refolutions of the houfe of reprefenta- 
tives in the North American colonies, 
which have not in themfelves the leatt 
colour of authority; and declares that 
which is apparently and certainly cri- 
yinal, null and void. [119.] 

2. Becaute the particular otje@ions 
which have been made to the ftamp-a& 
im North America, and which have been 
adopted in the courfe of the debates up- 
on this bill for repealing it, are in fact 
contradi@ed by undeniable evidence upon 
ourtable; it having been urged, 1. That 
all the money to be collected by this tax 
was to be annually remitted hither, and 
that the North-American colonies would 
thereby be drained of all their fpecie; 
and, 2. That the inftitution of vice-ad- 
miralty courts in thofe colonies, for the 
recovery of penalties upon revenue-laws 
without juries, is a novel practice, by 
means of which his Majetty’s tubjects in 
thole dominions, would be deprived of 
one of thet moft valuable liberties, trials 
by juries, and in this refpeét diltinguifhed 
from their fellow-fubje@s in G. Britain; 
and would likewile be liable to the great- 
eit inconvenience, vexation, and inju- 
{lice, through the option left to any pro 
fecutor to call them from one end of that 
extenfive continent to the other; and 
through the temptation to the judge, to 
condemn rather than to acquit, from his 
being paid by poundape of the condems- 
Netion-money : Whereas with rega-d to 
the fiiftof thefe objedtions, it appears by 
the mupute of the late board of treafury 
laid before this houfe, and dated on the 
gti cav ef July daft, that the fullett di- 
rettions hud been fent to the feveral offi- 
cers of the revenue, ** That in order to 
ooviate the inconvenience of bringing 
into this kingdom the monev to be raifed 
by the ftamp-duties, all the produce of 
the American duties arifng, or to arife, 
by Nirtue of Britifh of partia- 
Ment, fhould, from time to time, he paid 
to the depotvenavmafter in America, to 
Celray the fubfiftence of the troops, and 
env miitary expences incurred in the co- 
lonies 5 and with regard to the fecond 
Oricon, itismandfett, fom tundry 
perl ment, that a jurifd hae been 
afpned to the judpes of thole courts, for 
the recovery of peralties upon the laws 
ei revenue and of trade, without juries, 
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for near a century patt, from the confi- 
deration, (as we apprehend), that in 
fome of the colonies they are the only 
judges not ele@ed by the people : and fo 
far it is from heing true, that the fub- 
jets in North America, by being deprie 
ved in thele cafes of trals by jurics, were 
in that refpect dittinguifhed thete 
fellow-fubje@&s in G. Britain, that, in 
this very inttance of the ftamp-duties, 
the penalties, which by the American 
ftamp-a& were made recoverable withe 
out a jury, before a judge of the vices 
admiralty court, are, by the laws now in 
force for collecting the ttamp-duties m G. 
Britain, recoverable alfo witiout a juty, 
before two juttices of the peace, with 
the like powersin both cafes; which we 
earneftly with were not (till more necefe 
fary for the colle@ion ot the public revee 
nue in America than in G. Britain; and 
which we fhould be moft cefirous, 
fible, to alleviate in both countries With 
this view, and to take away all juit oc- 
cafion for difcontent, we were very glad 
to find, by the reprefentation from the 
late commiflioners of the treafury to his 
Majetty in council, dated on the 4th day 
of July laft, that the ttri@eft attention 
had been given by that board to prevent 
the inconvenience and injuttice a>ove 
mentioned, by a plan to eftablish three 
diferent courts of vice-admiralty at the

Lajily, Becoue the repeal of this law 
under the pretent circumflames, will, 
we fear, not only lurrender the honour 
and efiential intereits of the kingdom now 
and for ever, both at home and a! road, 
but will alio deeply affect the fundamen- 
tal principles of our conititution. Fo if 
we pafs this bill againtt our opinion, fio 
the threats and compulfion publicly a- 
vowed in cur colonies, and intoreed by 
the moft unjulbihable means within Great 
Boitain, we diiclaim that lepifl tive au- 
thority over the tubjeéts, which we own 
ourlelves unable to maintain.

be for ever exenpted from contributing 
their (hare to wards theie own fuoport in 
money likewile) wall, fron the Hagrant 
partiality and inju tice of it, either de- 
populate this kingdom, or th ke the balis 
of equality, and of that original compa*t 
upon which every fociety is founded; and 
as we believe, that there is no iftance 
of fuch a permanent exemption of fo 
large a body of the fuljects of any ftate, 
in anv hittory ancient or modern, we are 
extremely apprehenfive of the fatat con- 
{equences of this unhappy mea ure ; to 
which, for thefe reatons, in addition to 
thofe contained in the proteit of the mith 
of this month, our duty to the King, and 
jultice to eur country, oblipe us to enter 
this our folemn diflent.

On the 27th of Au- 
he tet fail from thet port with 
a cargo of dumber, pipe-ftaves, bees 
wary, tlh, ond a nepro; and arrived tate 
at Fyal, ere of the Azere or Weitern 
lands in the Atlantic ocean, delonging 
to the Portuguese, on the sth of Odto- 
ber 

Here having cleared his fap, and pot 
acarpo of wince, brandy, and tome other 
cou nod ties, be fet tal back for New 
York on the 2gth ef the fame month, 
the hepro, who remamed untold; 
and had fine weether tll the 2gth, when 
it began to blow very hard. 

The wind increafing, it blew almoft 
one continued thorm til the if ef De- 
cember, Cur np which trme, his fails and 
fhrouds ware fucecflively blown away, 
except one fhroud on a fide, and his 
mantal. Asin this ttuation they could 
very little wav, and all them pro- 
Vitions were exhbautted, except bread, of 
which a imall quentitvy culv was left, 
they came to an dilowance of a quarter 
et a pound a day, wiih a quait of wae 
ter, and a pint of wine, tor each man. 
Their thip wes now become very 
the waves were iweucd meun- 


Sufferings of Capt. Harrifon and his crew. 
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tains by the ftorm, and the thunder ro!]. 
ed inceflanily over their heads in one 
dreadful peal almott without intermigion, 

In this fiaghtful dilemma, either of 
finking with the wreck, or flouting in her 
tli they perithed with hunper, they fell 
in with two veflels, one from Jamaica 
for London, the other from New York 
to Dublin: but to the unfpeakable ap. 
gravation of their difliefs, ‘the weather 
was fo bad that there could be no com. 
munication between fhip and thip; they 
faw therefore the veflels that would wil- 
lingly have relieved them, gradually dif 
appear, with lenfations that were proba- 
bly more bitter than death itfelf. 

It was now thought neceffary that the 
allowance of bread and water to each 
man, however fcantv, fhould be farther 
contratted. All confented to reyula- 
tion, of which all law the neceflity, ond 
the allowance was letiened by degrees 
till every morfel of food was exhauited; 
and only about two gallons of dirty wa- 
ter remained in the bottom of a ca‘k. 

The poor fellows, who, while they 
had anv fuitenance, continued obedient 
tu the captain, were now driven by de- 
iperation to excefs: they feized upon the 
cargo, and becaufe wine and brandy 


were all they had left, they drank of 


both till the frenzy of hunger was incres- 
ied by drunkennefs, and exclamations of 
diftrefs were blended with curles and 
blafphemy. 

The dregs of the water-cafk were a- 
bandoned to the eaptains who, abitain- 
ing as much as poflible from wine, tul- 
banded them with the greateft aeconomy. 

Tu the midtt of thefe horrors, Uns 
complication of want and excefs, of dil- 
traction and dilpair, they efpied another 
fail. Every eve was inftantly turned to- 
wards it, and inmoveably fixed its 
every one broke out into ecttafies of joy 
and devotion. Devotion among tuch 
people, and in fuch circumfances, natu- 
tally deviated into fuperftition : fome ot 
ihe company oblerved that it was Chrilt- 
mas day, ond feemed to think thot the 
fealon had an influence on their aps 
proaching deliverance, and was approp!l- 
ated to ther temporal as well as ipiritucl 
falvation, A proper fignal of diitrels was 
hung out, and about eleven o'clock 1 
the forenoon, they had the unfpeskaie 
fatisfaétion of being near enough to the 
{hip to communicete their fituation. 

The weather was now calin, aind the 
captain promifed them fuch relict as 
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July 1766. 
in his paint which he fuid extended 
only to ome bread, being Lintelf con- 
tracted in every other artic le. This bread 
however he delaved with the molt unproe- 
mifing infenlibity to beitow, upon pre- 
tence that he was making an odlervation 


which it was neceflary to fivith: the 
poor fat —_ wretches therefore waited 
an hour mn the mott anxious luipence, vet 


confidence of and the 
captain being quite exhauited with hun 
fatigue, infirmity, nding his 
eves fal him, and having a fevere rheu- 
matiim in his knees, went dewn te rett 
hinielf in the cabin. 

He expected every moment to hear 
that the promiled bifiant was con ning on 
but he had not waited a quarter 
ot un hour before his people came run- 
o down, with Jocks of unutleral’.s 
detpeir, and told him, in accents {carce- 
ty intellivible, that the veiiel was mia- 
king away as fait as fhe could, without 
gHording them even the little relief (he 
liad proinifed. 

At this terrible intelligence, the cap- 
Pain crewed upon deck, and found it 
The wretca we commanded: 
the Velick had even crouded more fail 
than be had fpread before, and in lefs 
than five hours was out of fipht. 

As long cs the poor creatures whom 
he had deferted to diftra@ion and famine, 
could retain the leait trace of him, they 
hun about the fhrouds, and ran from 
che part of the flip to the other, with 
frontic geftures and phaftly looks, to col- 
bet more vifible figns of diflrels; they 
pierced the air with their cries while 
they could yet be heard, and implored 
with fill louder Jamentation:, 
as te Giftance between them increaled 
but the vetlel, under the direction of in- 
exorable inhumanity, purfued its courfe, 
anc ho farther notice was taken of their 
ciltrefs. 

Capt. Harrifon, from fome principle 
he thinks laudable, and upon 
ich, therefore, it is laudable in him 
act, has fupprefled the name of the 
tan by whom he was treated with this

urprovcked and unrelenting barbarity. 
Bot, furely, to fereen fuch a wretch 
fi vnivertal deteflation and infamy, 
«pol timent by no means 
t. to his crime, except that it fhould 
have ‘been greater, if preater co Md have 
been nflieed. hes a tendency diredily 
to all laws and infittutions that 


ocen wade by the wifet aud belt of 
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the wortt cruelty, < 


mankind, for the benefit of fociety. We 
are, indeed. commanded to dove our enge 
mies, andte da good to thafe that hate we 
oud a nit tully But this 
tion, taken diterally, would operate di- 
rectly contrary to the (pirit and intention 
of Chriltianity, bv precluding all punifh- 
ment, and, confequently, encouraging 
every fpecies of wickednefs by which hu- 
man nature can be made infamous or mi- 
ferable. Not to puntih the guilty, ex- 
cept where t' ere are alleviating circume 
ftances, which would mike ** right too 
rigid harden into wrong,” is eventually 
and the mott fligitions 
injuftice. It is cruelty to forgive a mur- 

derer, becaute it is laving another bofou 
open to the knife, and encouraging ano- 
ther hend to flrike. Jt is alto unjail, 

becaute it is with-holding from fociety a 
benefit which it has a ripht to claim 
from evcry individual, as far as the indt- 
vidual has power to beftow it. It is 
therefore to be hoped, that, for the fake 
equally of juilice and of mercy, to deter 0- 
thers from contrading the fame puilt, 
and preferve others trom being deferted 
the fame diltrets, Capt. Harrifon will 
hang up at leaft the name of this offend- 
ery lett after fuifering by bis barbarity, 
he fhould be deemed, in fome fenle, a 
partner of his crime * 

Vhe crew once more deferted, and cut 
off from their laff hope, were fill prompt- 
ed, by an iitinctive love or lite, to pre- 
ferve it as long as its prefersation was 
pollible. The only living creature on 
board the veficl, befides themlelves, were 
two pipeous and a cat. The pigeons

thought fo delicious in his hfe. 

The next day the people bean to 
firape the fhip’s bottom for barnacles ; 
but the waves had beaten off 
thole above water, and the men were 
too weak to hang leony over the fhip’s 
fide. During all this time the poor wret- 
ches were drunk, and a fenle of their 
condition feemed to evaporate in execra- 
tion and blatpemy. While thev were 
continualiv beating wine in th fleerape, 
the captain jubfitted upon the dirty wa 
ter at the bottom of the caf; half wai 
of which, with a few drops of Turling- 
ton’s baliam, was his whole fubfittence 
Jor four and twenty hours.
